IT. Becauſe there is none of either of thoſe 
Commodities made in England, therefore it 
cannot be any Encouragement to our own 
Manutacturies. 

IHE. It will greatly impoverith, if not quite 
ruinc two conliderable Handy-Cratts, Pin-ma- 
kers, and Tin-plate-workers : And the great 
quantities of Pins and Tin Wares, which arc 
now daily exported, will by this Advance 
be obitructed, and our toreign 'Frads put into 

the Hands of the Datch ; more 'Iin-W arc be- 

ing exported than is uſed in England. 
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
